The time had come when a halt had to be called to further increases in the 
debt it fo become a monster which would finally bring the Do- 
minion to bankruptes Reduction in expenditures had to be insisted upon, 
and heavier taxation had to be imposed, but imposed in such a way as not to 
seriously interfere with business and the development of the country:

Livestock Prices Reviewed 


Big Drop in the Prices of Livestock 
During Past Two Years 

The drop that has taken place in 
the prices of livestock during the past 
two years is vividly illustrated by the 
Dominion Livestock Branch reports 
of the average prices for the month 
of April, this year, and in 1921 and 
1920. It is not necessary to go any 
further than Toronto to realize this 
and, therefore, the prices of that mar- 
ket are referred to, accompanied by 
the remark that a similar state of af- 
fairs was shown in Montreal and else- 
where, In Toronto the average price 
for good steers in 1920 was $13.62, as 
against $7.70 this year; for heifers, 
$12.95, against $7.51; for cows, $10.75, 
against $5.73; for bulls, $10.55, against 
$4.84; for calves $16.45 against $7.26; 
for hogs $20.15, against $13.43; for 
lambs, $18.65, against $13.55; and for 
sheep, $10.73, against $6.50.

Belgian newspapers have been giv- 
ing details of the alleged activities of | 
an ex-German soldier name Stephan, | 
who has been passing as a Belgian 
military officer with an audacity com- 
parable to that of the notorious Cap- 
tain von Koepenick, 

During the War he was captured and 
taken to the prisoners’ camp at Au- 
vours, but on the signing of the Arm- 
istice he succeeded in convincing the 
Belgian authorities that he was a na- 
live of Malmedy and was ‘released, 
One day, posing as the Grand Marshal 
of the Belgian Court, he rang up the} 
Army Photographie Service and ord-} 
ered 250 portraits of King Albert, | 
which were duly delivered to him and! 
which he disposed of at the current! 
price for such reproductions, 

A little later he is depicted as hav- 
ing been the leading figure in a public 
military ceremony at Coblenz, where, 
armed with forged papers describing: 
him as Major de Beney, of the Bel- 
gian urmy, he actually conferred the 
Belgian Military Medal on General 
Allen, in the presence of a large body 
of United States troops. After the 
ceremony, on one pretext or another, 
he borrowed considerable sums from 
various United States officers and 
then disappeared. 

He is next heard of at Constantin- 
ople, where, still posing as Major de 
Beney, ‘on a special mission,” he was 
received with great ceremony by the 
Sultan, the Grand Vizier, and other
